Planning for the proposed development of Bailey Canyon into 
a camping and picnic grounds was going ahead this week in 
spite of an undercurrent of protests regarding alleged fire and 
flood hazards. 

Recreation Commission Chairman Charles James denonuced 
what he called “exaggerated 
reports” going around town on 
the type of project being 
studied by the commissioners. 

“It wouldn’t take thousands 
of dollars jnd would not re¬ 
quire a 24-hour patrol,” Mr. 

James said. 

“All we propose is clearing 
out the lower part of the can¬ 
yon, installing toilets in nearly 
the same spot as they were 
years ago, and clearing up the 
brush at the north end near the 
amphitheater,” explained the 
city councilman. 

“The upper end could be used 
for sleeping, but campfires 
would be restricted to the lower 
end,” he said. “If a fire ring is 
set up there, there would be 
nothing combustible within a 
radius of 75 feet.” 

Mr. James said that if the 
canyon were considered in the 
same light as the Parkhouse 
and the Youth Hut—with each

Sierra Madre's water conserv¬ 
ation project will come under 
expert scrutiny tomorrow. May 
23, when the city hosts the 
monthly meeting of the South¬ 
ern California Water Works Or¬ 
ganization. 

Between 130 and 140 of the 
Southland’s top-notch water ex¬ 
perts and officials are expected 
to come here for a luncheon, 
program, and tour of the city’s 
diversion structure and water 
spreading grounds. 

A1 Freeland, Sierra Madre’s 
water superintendent, will be 
chairman of the day and will 
present one of the speeches. 

The luncheon will begin at 
11:30 a.m. at the Woman’s 
Clubhouse, 270 W. Sierra Madre 
boulevard. Other speakers will 
be Finley B. Laverty, chief of 
hydraulics for the Los Angeles 
County Flood Control District; 
and Max Bookman, state wa¬ 
ter master and supervising hy¬ 
draulic engineer for the State 
Division of Water Resources. 

Mr. Freeland’s topic is “Op¬ 
eration and Control of the 
Spreading Grounds; Percolation 
Rates, Weirs, and Metering 
Practices.” 

The field trip after lunch will 
see the visitors inspecting the 
diversion head works structure 
in the Big Santa Anita Canyon, 
the Los Angeles County spread¬ 
ing grounds, the Sierra Madre 
spreading grounds, and the city 
pumping plant. 

City Administrator R. Merritt 
Baker said the county author¬ 
ized a special flow of water 
into the basins so the water of¬ 
ficials might see them in full 
operation. 

An informative display of 
maps, pictures, and literature 
will be set up at the Woman’s 
Clubhouse for the meeting. 

Mr. Baker pointed out that it 
is a "distinct honor” to have 
so many prominent men in¬ 
terested in Sierra Madre’s wa¬ 
ter conservation program. 


“Tentative plans” for the pro¬ 
posed further expansion of the 
City School plant were dis¬ 
cussed Tuesday night by the 
School Board. 

Meeting with the trustees was 
Howard Morgridge of the archi¬ 
tectural firm of Marsh, Smith 
and Powell.

Mr. Miller emphasized that 
all information obtained is con¬ 
fidential in accordance with 
the law, and enumerators carry 
credentials. 

He pointed out that in com¬ 
piling statistics of people, ages 
are next in importance to 
names. “And often,” he said, 
“we encounter quite a lot of 
resistance to giving ages—from 
men as well as women.”

and Raymond Martin. 

Nub of the suit brought 
against the Thurbers was the 
plaintiff’s contention that in a 
R-l zone the city ordinances did 
not permit the Thurbers to 
build a second dwelling on 
their-plot of 20,985 square feet. 

Colonel and Mrs. Thurber 
countered that they had care¬ 
fully checked the matter with 
city authorities, including Mr. 

Cornyn, had been issued a 
build permit, and were approx¬ 
imately 80 per cent completed 
in building operations when 
the suit against them was 
started some eight months ago. 

Judge Sprankle’s memoran¬ 
dum of opinion, a lengthy one, 
concluded with these words: 

‘‘From the evidence received 
and from a reading of the or¬ 
dinances in question, it appears 
that a permit to build was is¬ 
sued to the defendants (the 
Thurbers) as it should have 
been. Therefore the injunction 
against the defendants ought 
to be dissolved and judgment 
rendered in favor of the de¬ 
fendants and against the plain¬ 
tiffs for the defendants’ costs. 

Let judgment issue according¬ 
ly . . .” (Dated April 2, 1952). 

Following this opinion the 
plaintiffs immediately asked 
the court to reopen the case 
for the hearing of evidence to 
prove the alleged nuisance na¬ 
ture of the dwelling under con¬ 
struction. 

The Thurbers, through their 
attorneys, Maitland Bishop and 
Donald Hamblin, entered a mo¬ 
tion for non-suit, pointing out 
that dwellings in nearly all 
cities have fireplace chimneys, 
incinerators and cesspools and 
these cannot be considered as 
evidence of nuisance. Judge 
Sprankle complied with the 
motion in his decision of May 
6, as follows:

Mr. Wilson would make no 
comment on the proposed proj¬ 
ect when asked by the NEWS 
Tuesday. He said there is “noth- 
ing officially before us at the 
moment.” The district ranger 
added that the Recreation Com¬ 
mission is drawing up plans 
and it may take some time. 

Meanwhile A1 E. Morgan, 
whose home is near the mouth 
of Bailey Canyon, reaffirmed 
his stand this week that he 
is “opposed to any kind of fires 
up there." 

He pointed out that clearing 
out the brush would have the 
same effect as a forest fire 
there, since the watershed val¬ 
ues would be destroyed and 
nothing could prevent a flood. 

William Noel, Sierra Madre’s 
new street superintendent, 
scotched a persistent rumor this 
week that bulldozers—purport¬ 
edly operated by the city—were 
already at work in clearing the 
canyon. 

Mr. Noel stated that there 
was no trace of a ’dozer having 
been near the canyon for “quite 
some time.” City Administrator 
R. Merritt Baker also denied 
knowledge of such activity.

This opinion s 
is disappointing to those of us 1 
who try so very hard to pre- i 
vent fire and who know the 
great success of the public re¬ 
lationship carried on. 

The engineers are not alone 
with this judgment, some of our 
own have the same thought. 

How many residents know how 
many times a fire is prevented 
when our inspectors are called 
upon to issue a fire permit? 

There are some of the finest 
people in the world who would 
not permit a speck of dirt to 
gather in the house or allow a 
dry weed to blemish the yard. 

Yet thts same type may at¬ 
tempt to burn a lot of packing 
boxes and such, while located 
directly underneath a dry palm 
tree. 

If such fires are allowed to 
get started, they will reach the 
palm tree, from where the fire 
can drop onto a neighbor’s back 
yard shed. These are prevented 
many times, because of the co¬ 
operation of the residents who 
call for an inspection and per¬ 
mit. 

It was good to see an old 
time attendance at the last drill 
and meeting. It was sad news 
to learn that Andy Liscombe 
had finally decided to resign. 

He has been a member for 
more than 20 years. Andy 
claims that he is unable lo give 
the attention to the fire depart¬ 
ment that a member should 
give and because there are so

Because of his 
duties at his place of business, 
he was not able to attend the 
evening meetings as regular as 
he wanted to, but even though 
he arrived late, he was always 
a welcome sight.
